Claims 1,7, and 14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
a method for manag in g a session key used for enabling communications between a mobile terminal and an access point in a wireless 
local area network ("WLAN"), comprising the steps .of;
